fn order to pre-empt Crown landi in Van- 
cotirer Island, it is neoes.sury: l. I" ho » 
British iubjeot. 2. If any Briti.sh suhjcei 
hai taken the oath of alleiriiinca loor become 
the citizen of a foreign State, he has lo lake 
an oath of a leyianco before the Chief Jus- 
tice before he can pie-ompl land. 3. No 
alien can pro-onipt land e.ieept he (irst take 
the oath of ullegianoe before the Chief Jus- 
tice. The (luarUily of land than ii man can 
pro-empl is as loliows : 1. A single man can 
taico up 150 acres. 2. A mairied man, 200 
aores. 3. For each child under eighteen 
years, 10 acres. 

Ihe conditions on which the land is taken 
up are: 1. The land has to bo occnpied, 
lhaa' recorded with the Surveyor General, 
for which a fee of 82 has to be paid. 2. If 
the land' is unsurveyed it has to be taken up 
in a reotangular form, the bhortest .-ide iwo- 
fiftbs of the longest, except where like'^, 
fi»er«, or other iialural boundaries render ii 
impossible.

11 
Ihey., do not . wish to do that, they can buy 
improved pre-emptions.- In respect to pur- 
chasing land other than Crown Lund pre- 
emptions, all aliens have the same right to 
to purchase, hold, and demise land as British 
sutijects.

Later from China. 

The American ship totus hns arrived at 
San Frahoi8Ctffro.tri,VHongk<>ng with papers 
to March 8th : '

coiuliiimi at Siian-hau. The Taipings were 
closely bBSie;;i:.g iha city and threatening 
to sliirve it mln snbn.is.-ion, which, as pro- 
vLiiuns were becumiii;,' scarce, miyht »oun 
be done. Meanwhile, the leadin-; inerean- 
tde firms were becoming alarmed ai the 
immineijl jeopardy in which IJrilish trade 
upon thri Yaiii;-tze was placed. The Taip- 
iii;;s say that .-liould the foiuign Iroopa inter- 
fere in lho war and suci^esstully resist them, 
they would ravage the lea and silk districts, 
and utterly destroy Ihe trade of Sliaui;hao. 
CouipUinls are made that ma Biiti.iii iMinis- 
ler, Mr. Bruce, does not observe bis profes- 
sions of ueuirality, but, on the contrary, aids 
tlie hnpurial autliorilies in every way possi- 
ble 

It appears that the Taoiitai of .Slian^hae 
has iu his pay a small mercenary force under 
iha command of a celebrated filibuster 
named Ward. This man is an AiiiHricaii, 
t)ut had lo liy Im couhtry lor robtimg the 
mails. About a year a-o, tieiii;; liieii in the 
pay of the Tttoulai, be had ill Ills lorce a 
number of deserlers fium the Briiish army 
and navy. Strong warnings were at the 
time issued to all British nobjeots againsi 
carrying arms in the service of either Impe- 
rialists or Taipiiif;s. Latteily this mercenary 
lorce, aciiii;; as allies ol Uic Biilish and 
b'reiich, ntiacked a body ol Taipings ar a 
pl.ice called Soo.ikeong, near .Slungliae, ami 
defeated Iheiii in a mo^l yallanl iiiannor. 
riiry made between 700 and 8U0 prisoners, 
" who have been forwardfed lo Shaughue for 
execution." Numbers of suspected rebels 
were being daily executed iu that city by 
ttio Taoulai.

[i,,st allan ha I taken place between the Tai- 
pings and till) French, when the latter drove 
tbolnsurgonts off with artillery. 

The insurgents have captured tbo city of 
Ninupo, and were conducting themselves in 
an e.xeiiiplary mani er. The trade of the 
port was reviving, and there seemed a lair 
probability of ir lecMveiiog il-elf 'Ihe 
Fr-nch were tilting 'Oit mi expejin-ii winch, 
it was Iboughl, deoii;ned against .Vm-po aiul 
Sigoii.
